1. PERUVIAN PERMREP PEREZ DE CUELLAR DISCUSSED KHMER 
ISSUE WITH AMBASSADOR BENNETT DURING SC LUNCHEON TODAY 
NOVEMBER 26 PEREZ SEES KHMER ISSUE ENTIRELY AS WE DO AND 
CONSIDERS PRO-GRUNK RESOLUTION AN OUTRAGEOUS INTERFERENCE 
IN CAMBODIAN AFFAIRS AND A VERY DANGEROUS PRECEDENT FOR 
UNGA TO TAKE ON ITSELF DECISION AS TO WHO OR WHAT GROUP 
REPRESENTS A MEMBER STATE. PEREZ SAID HE HAD JUST 

THIS MORNING SENT A LENGTHY REPORT TO LIMA GIVING HISTORY OF 
KHMER ISSUE AT UN AND DETAILING ARGUMENTS OF THE RESPECTIVE 
SUPPORTERS OF THE TWO RESOLUTIONS. HE SAID HE HAD ALSO 
EMPHASIZED TO THE FOREIGN OFFICE NON-ALIGNED WERE WIDELY 
SPLIT ON THE KHMER ISSUE AND THERE WAS NO REPEAT NO 

NON-ALIGNED POSITION AS SUCH. HE WOULD HOPE FOR INSTRUCTIONS TO ABSTAIN 
ON BOTH SUBSTANTIVE RESES 
OR AS FALL BACK TO BE ABSENT. 

2. COMMENT: WITH THIS ADVANCE WORK BY PEREZ DE CUELLAR, 

GROUND WOULD SEEM TO HAVE BEEN LAID FOR DIRECT APPROACH 
BY US TO GOP, PREFERABLY BY MEANS OF PERSONAL LETTER BY 
THE SECRETARY TO THE FOREIGN MINISTER. 
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
